In pleading guilty, Schroetter 
said he agreed to do something 
for the Nazi spy ring, but later

Georgia leare 
About To Lose 
NavyExpansion 


Cost Estimates for New 
Training Fields Called 
Prohibitive. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—() 
Representative Robert Ramspeck 
said today the Navy might aban- 
don.a plan to expand Naval Re- 
serve aviation training in Georgia. 

Officers havé surveyed Georgia 
sites as centers for a stepped-up 
pilot program. One suggestion 
was to expand the present Atlanta 
reserve base. Others were to use 
sites at Dublin, Ga., or Monte- 
zuma, Ga. 

Ramspeck said the Montezuma 
site had been ruled out by the 
Navy on the ground that it would 
interfere with nearby Army activi- 
ties. Dublin was rejected because 
the cost of locating the base there 
was estimated at $11,000,000, he 
said. 

The Navy estimated the cost of 
expanding the Atlanta base at $10,- 
000,000, Ramspeck said, and con- 
sidered that too high. He and 
others representing Atlanta ar- 
gued the work could be done there 
for less than $10,000,000. 

“We haven't given up hope,” 
Ramspeck said. 

“But it does look doubtful 
whether they will use any Georgia 
site for the expansion.” 

He said the Navy might decide 
to use an existing reserve base in 
some other part of the country as

Pacific battle zone — Drakeford 
anno'uced that at least 48 Jap- 
anese bombers and fighters had 
been destroyed: or probably de- 
stroyed in the Australian theater 
in recent eeeks.

As to the Lae victories, he add- 
ed that nowhere in the Malayan 
fighting, and probably not even in 
the attacks launched from Palem- 
bang in Dutch Sumatra, had. the 
enemy suffered such devastating 
sea losses. At Lae, he said in 
resume, a total of 27 Japanese 
ships were lost, three of them de- 
stroyers. 

Darwin Again Raided. 

Today’s action was light. Dar- 
win on the northern Australian 
mainland and Port Moresby on the 


jsouthern tip of New Guinea were 


again attacked by air, Darwin for 
the eighth time; Port Moresby for 
the 22d. 

The details of these raids were 
not immediately made known, but 
in the case of Port Moresby it was 
reported that the raiders, a bomb- 
er and three fighters, were driven 
off without having caused damage. 

The increasing power of the de- 
fense at both points had been il- 
lustrated by the fact that in week- 
end raids the enemy lost six 
planes probably shot down and 
two more damaged against two 
Allied craft lost.

U. S. May Loan 
Silver Supply 
As Copper Aid 


Aluminum Industry 
Needs Metal for Elec- 
trical Conductors. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—(/P) 
Secretary Morgenthau said today 
the Treasury may lend a large 
quantity of silver to the aluminum 
industry for use as a wartime 
copper substitute. 

He said the loan was suggested 
by the War Production Board, and 
vould be made if Treasury law- 
yers said it was legal. 


Morgenthau explained the alu-| 


minum industry wanted the silver 
to replace copper as. electrical 
conductors. 

Present laws forbid the Treas- 
ury from selling any of its 3,300,- 
000,000 ounces of silver until the 
world market price reaches $1.29 
per ounce. The current price is 
a fraction more than more than 35 
cents.

All the Way 

The proposals for Indian independence, 
made by the British war cabinet and announced 
by Sir Stafford Cripps at New Delhi, go all 
the way. No unbiased observer could accept 
the plan outlined as anything else but a com- 
plete acceptance of India’s pleas for inde- 
pendence. Under existing circumstances in 
India herself. any further offers could be 
nothing but heartless abandonment of that 
great country to disruption, civil war and utter 
chaos. 

If the Indian leaders do not accept the 
British offer it will be all the evidence needed 
that they have no desire to co-operate with the 
free nations of the world in the struggle for 
universal freedom, it will show they have al- 
ready surrendered, in spirit, to the machina- 
tions of the Axis Fifth Columnists among them. 

However, acceptance of the British offer 
does not, per se, guarantee full entrance of 
India into the war. It only opens the way for 
that teeming nation to join the Allied Nations. 
What India may do thereafter is entirely up 
to the spirit of the Indian people. 

There are many complications. The Indian 
princes, in vast majority, have always been 
friendly to the British raj. What is needed 
now is to awaken the patriotism of the com- 
mon people of India. To make them under- 
stand the deadly peril that faces them from 
the Axis and to so arouse them to fight that 
they will prove an implacable obstacle to both 
German and Italian plans for conquest of the 
rich vountry. 

The entire Indian problem but leads to an- 
other, the future of the various races of the 
Orient, generally. The leaders of the Allied 
Nations, the British and the Americans, must 
quickly let it be known that, in fighting for the 
freedom of the world they are not only fight- 
ing for the peoples of their own race, but for 
all cpuntries and all races. There must be 
complete independence and self-government, 
without Occidental interference, for the Chi- 
nese, the Malays, the Indians, the Burmese, 
the Koreans and all the other peoples of the 
east. 

The issue must rest between such complete 
independence and utter subservience to the 
crue! Japanese. That is the issue the peoples 
of the East must, and will, fight for. 

The quicker the leaders of the Allied Na- 
tions make it known they hold to this same

Georgia Centenary 

This week marks the 100th anyiversary of 
the first use of anesthesia in a surgical opera- 
tion. Dr. Crawford W. Long, of Georgia, used 
ether to hold unconscious a patient on March 
30, 1842. From that date came the gift of 
mercy in surgery, the gift of anesthesia to 
suffering humanity. 

The anniversary is being suitably celebrated 
in Athens, Atlanta, Jefferson, the city where 
the discovery was made, and at other Georgia 
_ places. 

Dr. Long's statue stands today in the na- 
tional Hall of Fame at Washington. At the 
time of his epochal discovery, however, little 
attention was paid to this achievement by a 
Georgia doctor. It was only later when others 
sought to capitalize upon his finding, that the 
right of the Georgia physician to the honor 
was championed and proven by Georgians. 

Dr. Long was not the first to understand 
the anesthetic properties of ether. He was, 
though, the first to see that use of such an 
_anesthetic would make surgery immeasurably 
more effective and also less painful to the 
patient. 

It is to be doubted if any discovery in the 
history of mankind involved so great an allevia- 
tion of pain. No honor we may pay today to

A couple of Washington correspondents, 
speaking over the radio on Sunday, made a 
number of statements totally lacking founda- 
tion which were calculated to create suspicion 
and sow dissension between the people of the 
United States and the people of Britain.

We had to wait a few days, but now we 
know the truth about the British raid on St. 
Nazaire, the largest German-occupied dry- 
dock and submarine base in occupied France.

gia’s rolling hills and valleys near Marietta were torn and spread to 

level land for a bomber plant whose longest side will stretch for

Should Pay for the Extra Fiddlers 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Ever since the income tax was invented, the exempt have said 
“I'd be glad to pay it if I made enough money.” 

That never was true, but it was sound in theory, The more @ 
man makes, the more he can pay without suffering. That ts, the 
man who makes $100,000 can pay 20 per cent and still have more 
than he needs, while 20 per cent taken from a poor man’s $1,000 
would deprive his family of bread and meat. 2 

The only fair system, long accepted as the standard of right, is to 
take from each man aceording to his ability to pay. 

ty failing to continue that system now, congress ts not only 
doing a grave injustice but inviting unnecessary trouble. 

Our only superior strength is our wealth, and we are making 
it a weakness. By refusing to think in new terms to match a new 
kind of world, we are using our wealth to bankrupt ourselves, 

Consider our national income. It means the total sum received 
in a year from agriculture, mining, manufacture, transportation, 
etc. And it includes government hand-outs. If a farmer gets $1,000 
from the government, it is income to him though debt to all of us. 

In 1939, our national income was approximately 70 billion dol- 
lars. and out of that sum all taxes were paid. (No matter what the 
tax is called, or on what it is levied, it is paid out of income.) 

Now let’s say the war has added 40 billion to our national in- 
come. That isn’t new wealth. Most of it represents money the 
government is passing out for war work. 

But it is not equally divided. A fraction of us get the bigger 
part of it. Yet all of us must pay more taxes to finance the war. 

A smart man, with no equipment except gall, obtains an order 
for weapons and sells it to a manufacturer for $100,000. That is his 
“commission.” If he is required to pay $40,000 of it in taxes, he is 
still $60,000 richer. His net income has increased that much, while 
the rest of us, who haven’t made an extra dollar, must somehow 
dig up $100,000 to pay this extra war cost. 

Those who get the new 40 billion of income must pay the usual 
tax on it, but the rest of us must pay in proportion. Is that fair? 

New taxes should be levied on the new income. Let each citizen 
pay a special war tax on his increased income—on the amount by 
which his 1942 income exceeds his 1939 income. If he paid back 
every dollar of the increase, he would still be as well off as he was 
before, while other citizens, who have not shared in war profits, 
are made poorer when they pay war taxes,
